A spokesman for the United States dele- 
gation to the United Nations said that the 
American people would not stand for the 
compromise. He believed the American 
people would refuse to accept any agreement 
which did not make it clear from the outset 
that no prisoners would be forcibly srepatviat- 
ed. In effect, his contention is that

Grain Is Fond — Keep It Clean! 
A nationwide campaign. to im- | 
prove-sanitation in the storage of | 
cereal grains and grain products on | 
the farm and in elevators has been | 
instituted by the U.S. Department 
“of Agriculture and other govern- | 
ment agencies in the United States. 
The progress of this drive to in- | 
crease grain sanitation through the | 
control of insects, rats, mice and 
birds in stored grain will be watched 
closely by everyone associated with 
the grain industry in Western 
Canada. ’ 

Mich “Dirty” Grain. The results 
of a year-long survey of flour mills 
in the United States show that only 
38 per cent of the wheat arriving at 
flour mills was completely free from 
both internal insect infestation and 
rodent and bird filth contamination, 
They also showed that insect frag- 
ments, rodent filth and hairs, and 
bird feathers and filth are extremely | 
difficult to remove in the flour mil- | 
ling process. On the basis of these 
findings, the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration has recently * an- 
nounced a stricter program to pre- 
vent grain with insect, rodent and 
bird fragments from entering inter- 
state commerce for human consump- 
tion. After July 1, 1953, for in- 
stance, grain which contains 3 or 
more insect “exit” holes per 44 pint 
sample will-be classified as “suspect 
grain.” It will be subject to special 
tests. Furthermore, grain that shows 
any evidence of bird filth, or con- 
tains one or more rat. or mouse pel- 
lets per pint.of grain, will not be 
allowed. to enter food channels. The 
enforcement of these measares will 
compel the ‘American farmer to keep 
his grain “clean,” or take a chance 
.on selling it at a reduced market 
price. - 

The Challenge. Canada has devel-

Assets of Imperial Bank of Canada and deposits en- 
trusted to the bank reached the highest levels in their his- 
tory, shareholders were told at the 78th annual meeting of 
the bank in Toronto on Wednesday, November 26. Loans 
and profits during the year showed a marked increase over 
the previous year. 

Mr. I. K. Johnston, President, 
in his review ‘of economic condi- 
tions, said that perhaps the great- 
est achievement of the past* year 
had been the advantage we have 
gained over inflationary forces. 

A considerable rise in personal 
savings and heavy imports had 
contributed to the reversal of the 
dangerous inflationary trend, but 
consumer spending and consumer 
credit. were both increasing and 
continued vigilance in the anti- 
inflation struggle was sti.] neces- 
sary. 


Mr. Johnston said that the ex- 
pansion of Canadian productive 
capacity in 1952 appeared likely 
to be even greater than the un- 
precedented forecasts made by 
business earlier this year. Al- 
though American capital contri- 
buted to this high level of invest- 
ment, Canadians still provided thé 
main source of investment capital. 
for this reason,.encouragement of 
saving by Canadians should be a 
major aim of economic policy 
and to accomp:ish this it was to 
be hoped that the rising tax re- 
venues resulting from economic 
growth, combined with .exacting 
scrutiny over government erpen- 
ditures, would soon permit sub- 
stantial tax reductions. 

During the past year, Mr. Jo!in- 
ston said, the excess of experts 
over imports had steadily increas- 
ed, in sharp contrast to the situa- 
tion last year. At the same time, 
the value of the Canadian dollar 
has risen on exchange markets, 
as a result of the abundant sup- 
ply of American funds on the 
Canadian market. 

Mr. Johnston pointed out, how- 
ever; that the premium on Cana- 
dian funds placed a hardship on 
exporters, making it desirable to 
limit exchange fluctuations before 
they become extreme. This cou'd 
be done by judicious management 
of gold and exchange reserves 
without resort to exchange con- 
trol, and it was to be hoped that 
the Canadian dollar would not be 
allowed to rise much beyond re- 
cent levels. 

The uncertainty of markets for 
some Canadian experts made it 
imperative to enlarge the domes- 
tic market. The ease with which 
recent immigrants had been, ab- 
sorbed, and the high earnings 
which immigrants can achieve, 
suggested that every effort should 
be made to increase Canada’s 
population through immigration. 

“Enormous undertakings now 
in progress will give us more iron, 
ore, steel, nickel, copper, alum- 
inum, oil, rubber, chemicals and 
uranium’, Mr. Johnston said. 
“They mean immense sums of 
money distributed in wages and 
for goods and more jobs than we 
have men to fill. The tasks be- 
fore us demand the maximum out- 
put of which the growing Cana- 
dian working force is capable. I! 
would like to give this all the em- 
phasis possble. Increased pro- 
duction will keep our economy in 
balance, keep us from pricing our 
manufactured goods out of highly 
competitive foreign markets, hep 
to counteract inflationary tenden. 
cies, It requires the best ayail- 
able machinery and the fullest co- 
operation of management and 
labour.”

dent and General Manager, com- 
menting on the -Bank’s annual 
statement, pointed out that assets 
had reached an all-time level of 
$586.540,603, and deposits had 
reached a record high of $539,- 
793,637. Profits increased by 
$237.987 to a total of $3,699,987, 
before taxes and depreciation, and 
the balance in the profit and loss 
account now stood at $1,214,741. 
The Bank’s investments were 
valued at $222,545,105, an in- 
crease of $25,776,804, and loans 
totalled $246,951,189; an increase 
of $12,876,845. : 

Mr. Mackersy pointed out that 
Canadian farmers this year har- 
vested an unprecedented wheat 
crop of 688,000,000 bushels, 24 
per cent larger than the previous 
record crop of 1928. The oil in- 
dustry continued to develop new 
wells and to intensify its explora- 
tion of the Western provinces. “It 
ig quite within the realm of pos- 
sibility that in the not too distant 
future, Canada wil! be self-suffi- 
cient in this important product’, 
Mr. Mackersy stated. 

Reviewing Canada’s mining in- 
dustry, Mr. Mackersy said that 
there had been no change for the 
better in the gold mining industry, 
but that non-ferrous metal pro- 
duction was slightly higher than 
last year, Aluminum production 
had noticeably, and 
would be up even more when the 
Kitimat project was completed. 
New uranium finds had been 
made and the refinery now being 
built might well be the world’s 
largest. Development of the Que- 
bee and Labrador iron ore de- 
posits was continuing aggres- 
sively.
